In submitting tbe plans to the allies 


for approval, Briand emphasized that 
France demands definite guarantees 
and is not disposed to listen to fur- 
ther German promises. 


Under the terms 
of the treaty of 


Versailles, twelve billion marks is due 
from Germany on May 1. But the 
Germ.-in grovernmont, with the time 
growing short, insists upon talking 
counter proposals 
-with the United 


States as an intermediary. 


Plan Now Move 


The German 
embassy here con- 


firmed a report that Berlin contem- 
plates another reparations move next 
week. This prop, .iition, it was said, 
is likely to include: 


First, 
an iutcrnatonal 
loan of 


thirty billion marks to Germany, the 
bulk of which would be floated in the 
United States. 


S<x;ond, an ofTer to take over com- 


pletely the reconstruction 
of devas- 


tated regions, furnishing both 'materi- 
als and workmen. 


Tt was reiterated 
that Germany 


cannot pay anything before May 1. 
An attache of the embassy said that 
Hie allies "can do what they choose, 
if they can't wait." 


He said there would be no resist- 


ance If the French marched farther 
into Germany but insisted this ma- 
neuver would be of no benefit to tho 
allies.

Despite strenuous effort* 
by the democrats to divide the large 
republican majority by a cry section- 
alism, the first house legislative act of 
too special session was accomplished 
by an almost united republican vote. 


Very little interest'-was manifested 


in the two day debate. With the ex- 
ception of the exchange valuation sec- 
tion the bill had been thoroughly dis- 
cussed In the last session and the 
speeches for the most part were di- 
rected against the section which aimed 
to correct the difference of exchange 
rates or were partisan in character. 
Most of the day was devoted to po- 
litical efforts on tho part of the demo- 
crats to make their position clear for 
tho November election next year and 
to' break the republican party into 
factions. 


The opposition failed to obtain any 


amendments, but after a bombard- 
ment upon the'majority forced Repre- 
sentative J. W. Fordney, chairman of 
the •ways and means committee to ad- 
mit that it had been necessary for the 
house leaders to accept the emerprency 
bill unchanged in order to get 
it 


through the senate without delay.

penalty. 


The same morning the trio was hanged. 


a bank cashier in Chicago turned the 
tables on bandits who attempted to hold 
up the hank, killing one. wounding two. 
capturing TWO more and permitting only 
the driver of the crime car to escape. 
Both the executions and th-e exploit of 
the cashier are so at variance with the 
normal daily record in that city ane is al- 
most constrained to ask if the tables are 
turning and crime is to receive the worst 
of it. 


In less than twenty years 66 policemen 


have been killed in Chicago, twelve of 
them last year. More policemen alone have 
been killed in that city than all crimin- 
als hanged, while the percentage of those 
executed for the murder of policemen is 
insignificant. 
From statistics it would 


appear that the safest homicide in the 
world is the slaying of a Chicago police- 


trodden. 
The Non-Partisan league ven- 


tures j% North Dakota failed because 
they were socialistic and unsound. Had 
thc farmers undertaken the same end 
through private agencies they might have 
succeeded.

a year or two ago. 'With sixty executions 
for killings of every character to offset 
the 66 policemen murdered, sixteen of the 
hangings have occurred in the last twelve 
month-;. The intensive crime wave of the 
year appears on the surface to have awak- 
ened intensive reprisal in behalf of law 
and public safety. 


The situation is still bad enough. Thou- 


sands of people in Chicago are alarmed 
for their security. No man or woman is 
safe anywhere in that city. Th^re is no 
real protection yet. Gangs of thieves and 
murderers still operate. Rotten politics. 
the depths of which respectable people 
have no conception, is indirectly responsi- 
ble for Chicago's handicap. if not its help- 
lessness. in fighting crime. "\Vhat is true of 
Chicago is true o£ many other cities. 
"Whore corrupt or vicious politics rules a 
city, law enforcement is lax and crime 
prospers. 


A city may live as it desires. It can 


suppress and drive out the lawless if it 
asserts itself. It can compel obedience to 
and respect for law if impelled with de- 
termination. It cannot, however, do this 
by going to sleep on election day and per- 
mitting gangsters to hold the machinery 
of government. It cannot do it by per- 
mitting senseless prejudices to further 
the election of political crooks and faith- 
Jess demagogues. Crime and corruption 
are so deeply intrenched in Chicago it 
would take years to root it out even with 
the law and order element in complete 
control of every branch of government. 
The feeble opposition put forward, with

and decency.

The bill introduced by Senator Snioot 


provides a sales tax of one per cent upon 
all taxable sales above a total of $6000 
annually- Gross sales of less than $500 
per month or $6:000 a year are exempt 
from taxation.

The sales tax was successfully used m 


Prance during 1he war as well as in Can- 
ada, while for upwards of fifteen years 
it has been employed in thc Philippine 
Islands with excellent results. Practical 
illustrations of the working of the sales 
tax show that in a great majority of cases 
it would not represent to the consumer at 
the outside more than a three per cent 
increase in price. That this would be 
less of a discrimination against the poor 
than increases of ten to fifty per cent 
where excess profits taxes are paid is evi- 
dent. There is no question but that we 
shall have a repeal of the excess profits 
tax, the only question' is what is to take 
its place.
